the stockholders of this Company 
some of their friends have accused 
me of being their enemy because in

business for the City to pay them

investment 
» that being the capitalization after 
deducting $120,000 of funded debt» 
for the n et sum of $280,016 11, or at 
the rate of $175.00 for each $100.00 
of net stock hodings, and have said 
tha t I am trying to “spoil’' a good 
deal for the company. 
Mr. Brooks bases 
his accusation 
against my im partiality on the fact 
that, as he says, five council m em ­ 
bers and four other com m itteem en 
accepted every word tha t glib en ­ 
gineers and bond men told them of 
the great advantages of the pro­ 
posed deal 
(which was to realize 
enorm ous commissions for such en­ 
gineers and bond people) and alone 
of the ten dared to cross-question 
these men and dispute their asser­ 
tions.
